Thero nro about 4,000,000 bushols of wheat
under orders to clear from Galveston tho
tlrst of this month If bonis can bo had.
This leaves a short time for such heavy
forwarding. A great deal of long wheat
unloaded hero today was taken with case.
Weather conditions over tho winter wheat
belt arc quite favorable.

Corn rallied sharply utter showing
heaviness because o u poor call from the
East and further offerings from tho
country. Milwaukee was reported offer-
ing corn lower than local shippers. Tho
latter, however, had buying orders for
considerable corn for export and dis-
posed of a good quantity. The seaboard
also sold some com for export. The
day's business wns estimated nt more
than M.OOO bushels.

Oats also turned out strong after show-
ing weakness. Thero wob a largo export
